Hoping for a 
seat at the table

AGAWAM - Officials from Hard Rock International met 
with the Agawam Casino Oversight Committee earlier this 
week during a public meeting centered on discussion of po- 
tential traffic flow for the proposed resort and casino. 

During that meeting, Committee Chairman Richard 
Theroux announced the town would be getting an attorney 
to represent the town and its interests in the casino process 
and would likely be performing traffic studies with an in- 
dependent vendor. 

According to the statutes set by the Massachusetts Gam- 
ing Commission (MGC), abutting towns to surrounding ca- 
sino sites have the ability to get reimbursement for traffic 
studies and counsel. 

“We are going to be able to work at protecting the inter- 
ests of the town at no cost to the taxpayers,” said Theroux, 
who is also the town clerk in Agawam. He represents Mayor 
Richard A. Cohen’s administration on the committee. 

Hard Rock showed some preliminary drawings of what 
the resort and casino would look like, but the traffic flows 
were of particular interest to the committee. 

“We are very concerned about the traffic patterns to be 
sure they will not have too much of a negative impact on 
our community,” said Theroux. 

Hard Rock is proposing to have its main entrance to the 
casino along Memorial Avenue in West Springfield. They 
are proposing to utilize what is currently known as “Gate 
9” to the Eastern State Exposition grounds. Currently, Gate 
9 is the main public parking entrance during the annual Big 


weekend.

Power outage closes AJHS

cials closed Agawam Junior High 
School on Springfield Street 
in Feeding Hills last Thursday, 
March 28, following an isolated 
power outage on school grounds. 

A notice was posted on the 
school department’s website 
(www.agawampublicschools.org). 

According to Agawam School 
Superintendent William Sapelli, 
the junior high school has an un- 
derground electrical service which 
experienced some kind of problem 
last week. 


Officials from Western Mas- 


sachusetts Electric Company 
(WMECo) were present with a 
backhoe at school grounds Thurs- 
day morning, digging a hole to 
look for the problem, said Sapelli. 

“Fortunately, we don’t have 
school tomorrow [because of Good 
Friday], so it’s not going to be an 
issue if they don’t find it today,” he 
said. “It’s an isolated power issue 
to the junior high school only.” 

The rest of Feeding Hills ap- 
peared unaffected. 

Because the other schools in the 
district had power, the junior high 
school students will not have to 
make up the day, said Sapelli. 

“Schools were open,” he said. 
“Tt was just this one school.”

AHS seniors get Academic A‘s 


Students publicly recognized for high academic achievement

AGAWAM — With parents, 
brothers, sisters, grandparents, 
and other relatives in the audience, 
163 members of the Class of 2013

GPA. 

“Tt was really a lot of hard work 
that did it for me,” said Joseph Ce- 
cchi. “I also owe a lot of credit to 
my family and my parents for their 
strong support and for teaching me 
strong work ethics.” 


Michael Andre said it was “nice” 
to be recognized for his academic 
achievements. “This award makes 
it all worthwhile,” he said, adding, 
“Tt’s been a long ride.” 

Carly Fellion had some words 
of advice for next year’s freshmen 
who aspire to get an Academic A: 
“Keep focused, study hard, don’t 
get involved in things that will get 
you down — like drinking, smok- 
ing, or partying — and keep a good 
head on your shoulders.” 

Fellion said she’s sad to see her 
time in high school come to an end. 
“But I’m looking forward to mov- 
ing on to something different.”

Boldyga files bill to 
cap state salaries 


BOSTON- State Rep. Nicholas A. Boldyga, R- South- 
wick, has filed House Bill 3299, “An Act Relative to the 
Welfare of the Taxpayers of the Commonwealth”, in an 
effort to limit the salaries of all state employees to not 
exceed the annual salary of the governor. 

The number of Massachusetts state workers making 
six-figure salaries jumped 12 percent from last year. Ac- 
cording to payroll records obtained by the Boston Her- 
ald, nearly 7,700 state employees were paid $100,000 or 
more last year. These 7,700 public employees include 
2,557 University of Massachusetts employees with some 
earning between $200,000 and almost $800,000 a year. 

“T find it unbelievable that the governor is pushing for 
nearly $2 billion in tax hikes in the midst of an economic 
crisis and high unemployment rates. Meanwhile, state 
employees are collecting exorbitant salaries all while the 
state’s median income went down. Instead of asking for 
another tax increase on the backs of working-class peo- 
ple, we should start cutting these $100,000-plus a year 
state jobs,” said Boldyga. 

The governor earns an annual salary of $137,315.35. 
The total of state employee salaries equals approximate- 
ly $6 billion, or about 20 percent of the overall state bud- 
get. The bill is currently waiting to be reviewed by the 
Joint Committee on Revenue.

Textbook funding dominates 


school budget discussions

AGAWAM — School committee discussions over the 
fiscal year 2014 school budget are becoming a battle over 
books. 

During a brief discussion about the FY14 budget at the 
March 12 meeting, the committee had expressed concerns 
about the number of older textbooks the district was using. 
When Superintendent William Sapelli presented his prelimi- 
nary spending plan at a school committee budget workshop 
on March 26, the committee continued to press Sapelli to try 
to find more money for new textbooks. 

Included in his proposed budget is a line item increase of 
more than $200,000 for district supplies, of which $121,000 
is to replace aging textbooks — some published in the late 
1990s. But several committee members don’t think that was 
enough. 

Vice Chair Anthony Bonavita said the committee needs to 
decide whether or not it’s going to support the schools and 
put children first. 

“That’s our slogan, but by the dates of these textbooks, I 
don’t think we’re doing that,” he said. “We’re going to have 
to start thinking about where we’re going to put our money. 
Our priorities are going to have to be closely looked at.” 

No committee member objected to the overall proposed 
budget increase. Sapelli is requesting a more than $1.6 mil- 
lion increase to the current $36.4 million budget — a total of 
$38.1 million for the FY 14 budget. While the increase is less 
than the $1.9 million added last year, Sapelli is again propos- 
ing a level-service budget. 


$1.6 million budget increase 

The proposed $1.6 million increase is the difference be- 
tween the cost of a level-service budget and a level-funded 
budget. A level-service budget maintains educational pro- 
grams and staff while a level-funded budget would require 
cuts. 

A partial inventory of textbooks distributed to the com- 
mittee showed numerous textbooks with publishing dates 
almost a decade old — and some with dates in the 1990s and 
1980s. Bonavita focused on a sociology text book published 
in 1982. He said it was “hard to believe” that a textbook that 
old was still in use. 

Sapelli explained that the list is somewhat misleading and 
shouldn’t be taken at “face value.” He said teachers don’t 
rely on textbooks as much as in the past, older textbooks are 
often kept as a resource reference, and some textbooks aren’t 
used on a regular basis when a course is no longer offered.

Connecticut-based author speaks at Agawam library

Former Connecticut Congressman Robert H. Steele vis- 
ited the Agawam Public Library last month to discuss his 
book, The Curse: Big Time Gambling’s Seduction of a Small 
New England Town. 

Steele’s novel is a page-turner that tells of a Connecticut 
family that becomes caught up in try- 
ing to stop developers from building a 
third casino that threatens their town 
and home. 

The book is based on the real-life 
drama of the 1990s when the Mashan- 
tucket Pequot and Mohegan tribes built 
the world’s two largest casinos within 
eight miles of each other. 

Steele, who represented Eastern Con- 
necticut in Congress from 1970-1974, 
moved his family to Ledyard, Conn. 
after leaving politics and lived near the 
Mashantucket Pequot Reservation for 
over 20 years. 

“T became familiar with the towns 
and history of the southeast part of the 
state. Knowing the region as I did and 
then living on the edge of the reserva- 
tion gave me the equivalent of a front 
row seat for watching the gambling ex- 
plosion that is at the heart of the novel,”

tion quickly grew into the two largest casinos on the planet, 
drawing over 55 percent of their customers from out of state, 
creating 20,000 casino jobs, and sending hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars a year in slot revenues to the Connecticut 
state Treasury,” said Steele. 

He commented on how closely Massachusetts has looked 
at the downside of casinos, especially since what has been 
happening in Connecticut lately. 

“While the casinos grew to be bil- 
lion dollar businesses, the Connecticut 
Center for Economic Analysis con- 
cluded that they did little or nothing 
to spur new business in surrounding 
towns,” said Steele. “Their presence 
has, however, created an increasingly 
pervasive gambling culture in south- 
eastern Connecticut, they’ve skewed 
the region’s economy heavily toward 
low-paying service jobs, and they have 
resulted in a sharp spike in the number 
of pathological gamblers.” 

The fact-driven Steele cited findings 
from a 2009 state-sponsored study 
that noted a 400 percent increase in 
the number of arrests for embezzle- 
ments in Connecticut since Foxwoods 
opened, a rate of increase 10 times the 
national average. 

“One of the embezzlers, inciden- 
tally, was my tax collector in Ledyard,

he said. 

Steele’s book comes to local readers 
at a prominent time since neighboring 
Springfield is considered to be a prime 
location for one of Massachusetts’ three 
future casinos. He has often spoken on 
the topic of casinos in this area and has

As 
of March 25, little Emmalynn was scheduled to start her 
third round of chemotherapy. 

It’s heartbreaking to learn that anyone is battling can- 
cer, but it is especially difficult to stomach the idea of a 
tiny toddler struggling to survive. 

To that end, we wholeheartedly support the Agawam 
Fire Department’s efforts to help children like Emmalynn 
by participating in charity fundraisers like St. Baldrick’s 
this Sunday, April 7.

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Raspberry pineapple pie 


Usually my articles address those 
who need to cook for only one or two. 
But this recipe is one 
that I inherited from 
my Italian grandmoth- 
er and I just cannot 
find it in me to reduce 
the recipe to serve less 
than six. 

Although any pre- 
pared crust works 
well, I prefer to bake 
a refrigerated or fro- 
zen “ready-made” 
crust rather than the 
graham cracker or 
cookie crust. Of course 
if you have the time, 
by all means make 
yours from scratch! 
My very favorite for 
a “one-crust” pie is the frozen version 
that comes packaged with two crusts. 
It is perfectly formed and has its own 
aluminum pie plate. This crust is the 
flakiest and doesn’t get soggy from the 
fruit filling. 

It is important to know that I have 
doubled this recipe since it seems a bit 
sparse when not doubled. If you have

a bit too much when filling the crust, 
pour the excess into individual serv- 
ing glasses and top 
with whipped cream 
or whipped topping. 
Or if I have any mini 
graham cracker crusts 
in my pantry, I will 
make two or three 
extra mini desserts 
which will always 
please my husband. 

And, please re- 
member that the va- 
nilla pudding mix is 
not instant!

Pineapple Pie 


2 — 10 oz. pkgs. frozen raspberries 
(with syrup), thawed 

2 —8 oz. cans crushed pineapple 

2 pkgs. vanilla pudding mix (“cook 
and serve’) 

1 - 9” baked pie crust 

1 - 8 oz. container of whipped top- 
ping, thawed 

1 pt. fresh raspberries (optional) 


In a large sauce pan, combine rasp- 
berries, pineapple, and pudding mix. 
Cook over medium-high heat until mix- 
ture begins to boil and thicken, stirring 
constantly. Allow to continue to cook 
for one minute to be sure it will result 
in a good “set.” Pour into baked pie 
crust. Refrigerate until chilled. Spread 
whipped topping over pie. Top with 
fresh raspberries if desired. Refrigerate 
until ready to serve. 

Yield: 6 — 8 servings. 

NOTES: Since the raspberry filling 
is doubled in this recipe, you may use 
half the amount of filling ingredients 
and add 1 1/2 - 2 cups of fresh blue- 
berries, blackberries, or raspberries to 
the filling just before pouring into the 
baked crust. Frozen strawberries may 
be substituted for the raspberries.

AGAWAM — The Zoning Board of Ap- 
peals was to have heard from representatives 
of Don Cameron III of Plex Sports regard- 
ing a proposed year-round sports facility that 
Plex wanted to develop on property located 
on Shoemaker Lane during a meeting March 
25, but the developer’s application was with- 
drawn. 

The property in question is currently 
owned by Crowley Stables at 32/34 Shoe- 
maker Lane. 

Cameron, who lives in Amherst, recently 
told Agawam Advertiser News that on the 
marketing side anyway, the project is pro- 
ceeding smoothly. “Lacrosse teams and 
field-hockey teams that I’ve never even 
heard of are calling and asking for long-term 
leases,” he said. 

The siting issue remains a_ hold-up, 
though. On March 25, the ZBA announced 
that the application for a variance had been 
withdrawn “without prejudice,’ meaning 
that the petitioner is free to re-apply. But it 
appears that that may not happen. 

Rob Levesque, of the land planning firm 
R. Levesque Associates, said on Wednesday 
evening that Plex Sports has to reconsider 
the Crowley Stables site. 

“Plex Sports is still committed to Aga- 
wam, but the site selection may not have 
been perfect,” he said. 

At the ZBA meeting on Monday, Feb. 25, 
Levesque had told the board that the Crow- 
ley family still owned the property, but that 
Plex had entered into a contract with the 
Crowleys for its purchase. Doreen Prouty, 
the ZBA chair, had replied that the board 
would then need to see the purchase and

That was one of several points on which 
Prouty and the other members of the ZBA 
wanted more information before they pro- 
ceeded, which is why the hearing was con- 
tinued for a month. 

On Wednesday, March 27, Levesque said 
that though he’s “not dealing with the real 
estate side of it,’ he was reasonably confident 
that the title still had not changed hands. 

A re-location of the plan to another site 
will definitely affect the schedule. In Febru- 
ary, when the planning board recommended 
that the ZBA approve use of the necessary 
winterizing domes, Plex Sports had been 
talking optimistically about breaking ground 
this spring and perhaps even opening the fa- 
cility to use in the summer. 

Levesque said, “We’re still committed 
to putting this together as soon as humanly 
possible,” but he couldn’t be more particular 
about a new site or new schedule. 

The plan was, and is, to create athletic 
fields, open to a variety of uses, includ- 
ing soccer. Two of the fields were to be on 
grass, the other two on a synthetic surface. 
The synthetic fields were to have been cov- 
ered in the winter months by air-supported 
structures, which would allow for their use 
year-round. 

The domes would be between 74 and 80 
feet high, and the Shoemaker Lane property 
is in a zone that only allows for structures 
up to 40 feet high: hence the need for a vari- 
ance. 

Neighbors who spoke at the February 
ZBA meeting had expressed support for the 
idea of a soccer facility in the area, although 
they wanted to know more about noise and 
water drainage matters.

E fair. It takes visitors to a grassy area that has been utilized 
as the larger public parking area and is in the rear of the Big 
E during the 17-day fall event. 

Theroux said he is curious to see how that will affect the 
traffic during the actual fair. 

“They (Eastern States) are not planning to stop having the 
fair,’ said Theroux. “They can come up with ways to reduce 
the traffic and can do all the studies they want. But I want to 
know how things will be during the peak traffic time with 
the fair.” 

Two other entrances are being proposed, both coming 
in West Springfield. One of those entrances possibly could 
come somewhere off of Route 5. 

A more detailed traffic plan was set to be revealed Mon- 
day at a meeting being held between Hard Rock and West 
Springfield officials. Theroux said he and some other com- 
mittee members were planning to try and attend the meeting 
in order to have a “seat at the table.” 

Agawam’s attorney, Jeff Fialky of Bacon & Wilson, has 
been hired to assist the casino committee in some aspects of 
their research. One of his main functions will be to pursue 
dialog with the city of Springfield. 

With a proposal with MGM starting to further materialize, 
Agawam is seeking to have seat at the table in talks between 
MGM and Springfield as well. Theroux said the town may 
have to petition the gaming commission in order to be recog- 
nized as an affected neighbor in that case. 

“The state statute has one of two options for us with 
Springfield,” said Theroux. “Springfield can either recog- 
nize us and let us be a part of the talks with MGM, or we can 
petition the state to be included.” 

Inclusion simply allows Agawam officials to sit in on 
meetings and do research on how the town would be im- 
pacted by a casino. It does not give Agawam or their voting 
population any rights beyond that. 

“At the end, we have no say,” said Theroux. “The people 
in West Springfield (or Springfield) are going to vote on 
whether they want a casino in the city.” 

But, Theroux, revealed another part of the statute that 
gives Agawam the ability to make an impact in the applica- 
tion process. 

He said the state is making agreements with potentially 
impacted surrounding communities a part of the applica- 
tion process. If Agawam officials were to refuse to make an

agreement stating they supported the casino resort in West 
Springfield, it could potentially hurt their application. 

Any agreement Agawam officials may consider would po- 
tentially include major provisions to minimize traffic impact 
in Agawam and possible revenue sharing options, both op- 
tions Cohen and Theroux have promised to explore since the 
committee was established in February. 

Agawam’s Casino Oversight Committee will next meet on 
May 7 at 5:30 p.m. 

Theroux also maintained the committee’s current neutral- 
ity, saying it has not taken a position on whether or not it 
would support a casino in West Springfield. 


MGC to hold regulations 
public hearing 


The Massachusetts Gaming Commission (MGC) 
approved a set of draft phase 2 regulations during a 
meeting March 28. There are two parts of the draft: 
the first is an update to the existing regulations and 
the second is new regulations governing the phase 2 
licensing process. 

The new regulations cover topics such as the con- 
tent and evaluation of the applications, host commu- 
nity agreements and elections, designation of sur- 
rounding communities and execution of surrounding 
community agreements. 

A public hearing on the proposals will be sched- 
uled for May 3. The time and location of the hearing 
was not released at presstime. 

Prior to the public hearing, the MGC welcomes 
written comment on the drafts. Anyone wishing to 
submit written comments may do so by emailing 
mgccomments @state.ma.us with “draft regulations 
comment” in the subject line. Be sure to identify in 
your comments the section number of the regulation 
for which you are commenting.

share of their profits. State governments are becoming de- 
pendent on gambling revenue that they have essentially be- 
come partners of the casinos, with a greater interest in casino 
profits than in the well-being of their own citizens,” said 
Steele. 

Despite opponents, the casino industry is “one of the most 
politically powerful groups in the country” and strongly 
counterpoints spurring economic development, creating 
jobs, increasing entertainment options and providing states 
and municipalities with revenue. 

Steele detailed how all of his state’s casino revenue comes 
from slot machines and of the dreariness that sets in once the 
polish of a positive impact wears off and a casino starts to 
pull from the pockets of the people in the surrounding com- 
munities who can afford it the least. 

“The costs of Connecticut’s casinos may have started to 
outweigh the benefits some time ago. Despite collecting $5 
billion in casino revenue over the past 20 years, Connecti- 
cut faces billion-dollar deficits in each of the coming three 
years,” said Steele. 

Noting the Dow Jones recent ranking of Connecticut as 
the worst-run state in the nation, Steele showed concern for 
casino gambling here in the Bay State and other New Eng- 
land states. 

“Looking ahead, the big question for us in Connecticut 
is where our casinos will go from here as the country be- 
comes increasingly saturated with casinos and Foxwoods 
and Mohegan Sun increasingly lose the monopoly that has 
enabled them to draw over half their combined customers 
from neighboring states,” he said. 

“There is reason to believe that the easy gambling money 
has served to distract the state from making the hard spend- 
ing and revenue decisions that could have helped avoid the 
current financial mess. Once a state starts down the casino 
road, it is extremely difficult, if not impossible, to turn back. 
It is difficult to believe that Massachusetts’ experience will 
be much different,” he said.

“That’s not to say we can’t upgrade them 
or shouldn’t replace them,” said Sapelli. 

The inventory list, compiled by Assis- 
tant Superintendent Allison LeClair, also 
included a list and estimated cost to replace 
textbooks identified as priority needs for the 
2013-2014 school year: 

Grade 6-8: replace math textbooks with a 
copyright of 2004; purchase books to align 
to new common core standards; purchase 
books to make adjustments for grade 8 alge- 
bra ($65,000 to $70,000); 

Grade 7: replace social studies textbooks 
with a 1998 copyright ($20,000); 

Grade 9: add world history textbooks 
— not replace entire set — so there are enough 
($15,000); 

High school science: replace biology text- 
books with a 1998 copyright ($21,000). 

LeClair also provided a list and estimated 
cost for “future needs” textbooks that would 
be the next ones to be replaced: 

Junior high school health series textbooks 
with a 1996 copyright ($20,000); 

High school physics textbooks with a 
1999 copyright ($25,000); 

High school English literature textbooks 
with a 1997 copyright ($35,000). 


Textbooks vs. contract obligations 

Bonavita questioned whether there was 
a specific amount of money required for 
salaries in the special education account 
or whether funds could be shifted to pur- 
chase additional textbooks needed, but not 
included in the FY14 budget. He said he’s 
not looking to increase the total budget, but 
would like to address textbook needs. 

“We’re going to have to look at our con- 
tractual obligations. Philosophically, I think 
we’re going in the wrong direction,’ said 


Bonavita. 

Sapelli said no specific amount is required 
for salaries, but because of ongoing contract 
negotiations with school personnel unions, 
he budgeted enough money for “good faith” 
bargaining. “You can’t swap textbooks for 
contractual obligations,” he said, adding that 
negotiations may not even be completed by 
May or June. 

Sapelli reiterated that prior to last year’s 
budget no money had been allocated for five 
to six years to replace textbooks. “Textbooks 
are expensive today. This has been going on 
for a while. We can’t fix it in one fell swoop 
— unless we have two million dollars.” 

Committee member Linda Galarneau — 
who raised concerns about aging textbooks 
at the previous meeting — asked about spend- 
ing more money on textbooks in a world of 
rapidly changing technology. 

“How much weight do you give to text- 
books in this particular era of teaching? We 
need to know that,’ she said. “It would be 
ridiculous to pour a ton of money into text- 
books when other technology is going to be 
coming down. Maybe we should be looking 
at that technology and putting our resources 
there.” 

Committee member Wendy Rua said re- 
placing outdated textbooks “‘is a huge issue” 
for her. She said she won’t vote on the budget 
until she has “all the information in front of 
me about textbooks.” She added that seeing 
the number of textbooks that were printed in 
the 1990s was “ alarming.” 

“We want updated textbooks,’ added 
Galarneau. “The question is, where do we 
get the money?” 

Sapelli will present his final budget rec- 
ommendations to the committee on April 9. 
A public hearing will be held April 23, prior 
to the committee’s regular meeting when it 
will take a final vote on the FY 14 budget.

Feeding Hills resident rides ‘miles for wreaths’

AGAWAM — It might take him the better 
part of the year, but Feeding Hills resident 
Jeff Castonguay is working to ensure that all 
veterans buried at Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Memorial Cemetery in Agawam are honored 
during the holidays with graves decorated 
with wreaths come December. 

Castonguay, 44, a lifelong resident, is rid- 
ing 10,000 miles on a bike as a way to fund- 
raise for the holiday decorations. He started 
“virtually” riding using a stationary bike Jan. 
1 and has clocked over 2,000 miles so far. 

This past December, roughly 1,500 of the 
6,600 graves at the cemetery were decorated 
with wreaths, said Castonguay, whose son, 
Kirk, helped to put up the wreaths as part of 
his community service for National Honor 
Society. 

“T have family buried in the cemetery,” 
he said. “To see the part that got done was 
really nice. I thought as nice as this looks, 
there needs to be one on every grave.” 

To that end, Castonguay contacted Maj. 
Raymond LaRose, volunteer location leader 
for Massachusetts Veterans’ Memorial Cem- 
etery, to see what he could do to help the 
Wreaths Across America initiative. 

“Their hope is to put a wreath on all the 
graves,” he said. “The goal is to blanket the 
cemetery with a wreath on every grave site.” 

The tri-athlete — who swims, bikes and 
runs all in one competition — developed the 
idea to log bicycle miles — both virtual and 
actual — as a fundraiser for the effort. 


While the weather was still cold and win- 
tery, Castonguay rode indoors at home and 
attended spin classes at Fitness First to “get 
my miles in” with a stationary bicycle. Once 
the weather is consistently nice outdoors, he 
plans to ride on the road. 

He estimates that he can ride about 15 
miles in an hour, typically for two or more 
hours a day. 

He set up a website (www.milesfor- 
wreaths.com) for people to visit to learn how 
to donate to his efforts.
